Civilian Board Studies 
Pay Recommendations 


With at least one concrete proposal he- 
fore it which would substantially increase 
annual base pay for all officers and at 
the same time give them a $30.00 increase 
every five years, the Civilian Advisory 
Commission on Service Pay held its 
second full meeting on 19 Jan. 

While the Commission is considering 
all pay studies both completed and now 
in progress, the Joint Services Pay Board 
is known to have submitted its completed 
study and recommendations on service 
pay to Secretary Forrestal, who in turn 
has laid it before the commission. 

Increases recommended by the Services’ 
Board cover all ofticers from Major Gen- 
eral now receiving annual base pay of 
$8.800 and who under the recommenda- 
tions would receive $10,440. to Second 
Lieutenants presently receiving $2,400 
and who, under the proposal, would re- 
ceive $2.SS0. 

Longevity pay under the Board's rec- 
ommendation would be set at $30.00 per 
month and would increase every five years 
up to thirty years. Thus monthly base 
pay of a Major General recommended by 
the Board to be $S70, wonld in five years’ 
time be increased to $900, and in ten years 
$930. 

Subsistence pay would be increased for 
all officers to a flat $45.00 as compared 
to the old basis of $21.00 without de- 
pendents and $42.00 with dependents. 

Iextra allowances are provided for Gen- 
eral of the Army $420 per month ; General 
$210 per month, and Lt. General $90.00 
per month.

Air Force Commands Merged 

The United States Air Force has offi- 
cially announced the consolidation of the 
Air Material Command, with headquar- 
ters at Wright Field, Dayton, Ohio, and | 
Air Proving Ground Command, with head- 
quarters at Eglin Air Force Base, Valpa- | 
raiso, Fla. 

The consolidation, predicted by THE 
ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL last week, was 
ordered in the interest of economy be- 
cause of the somewhat similar functions 
of the two commands. According to the 
official announcement the consolidation 
will eliminate Air Proving Ground Com- 
mand, although no immediate transfer of 
bases or personnel is involved. Air Prov- 
ing Ground Command will become Air Ma- 
terial Proving Ground and will continue 
to handle its present functions, although 
as a division of Air Material Command 
rather than as a separate command. 

General Joseph T. McNarney, now com- 
manding general of Air Materiel Com- 
mand, will retain his position. Brig. Gen. 
Carl A. Brandt, now commanding general 
of Air Proving Ground Command, will 
continue to direct the testing operations 
of the new Proving Ground, subordinate 
to General McNarney. 

Air Materiel Command functions in- 
clude procurement of Air Force equip- 
ment, storing and issuing supplies pe- 
culiar to the Air Force, and superintend- 
ing experimentation and research. The 
center of research and development is at 
Wright-Patterson Air Force Base, al- 
though actual testing of aircraft is usu- | 
ally accomplished at Muroe, Calif., Air 
Force Base. For the issuance of supplies 
and the storage of aircraft, Air Materiel 
Command is divided into six Air Materiel 
Areas, located at Middletown, Pa.; Ma-

| has been tagged the ‘military mind.’ 
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Gen. Bradley Compares 
Service With Civil Life 


General Omar N. Bradley, who will 
succeed General of the Army Dwight D. 
Eisenhower as Chief of Staff, declared 
this week that to attract the proper kind 
of officers and men to the Service “we 


| must be able to offer them the emolu- 


ments, opportunities, and privileges they 
would have in civilian life.” 

The next Chief of Staff likened the 
tendency to brand Service men with the 
tag “military mind” to the “humilitation 
inflicted on any minority group where the 
shortcomings of single individuals are 
vindictively ascribed to the group.” 

He said that in his own experience as 
a civilian official he found that “civilian 
service differs from our military system 
principally in the greater liberality of its 
rewards.” 

Further discussing the Army in his ad- 


| dress 18 Jan. at the annual meeting of 


the American Jewish Committee in New 
York City, General Bradley declared: 

“I contend that if the Army is to re- 
cruit men voluntarily, it must offer them 
the widest possible exercise of their per- 
sonal freedoms within the limits of au- 
thority required for the performance of 
their mission. We cannot induce men to 
become soldiers if in the process they are 
divested of their dignity and human 
rights. We cannot permit the pampered 
exercise of prerogatives by some men to 
the discomfiture and humiliation of 
others. And we must narrow down the 
disparity in human rights between civil- 
ian employment and an Army career to 
as thin a distinction as need be made.” 

In his address General Bradley spoke 
as follows: 

“It is the Armed Forces to whom the Amer- 
ican people have entrusted their safekeeping. 
And it is these Armed Forces who today patrol 
the world representing the strength of this 
nation in defense of justice and human rights. — 

“Yet, because the Armed Forces stand as a 
traditional symbol of authority, they have 
sometimes been strenuously abused as a sleep- 
ing threat to our own civil liberties. No na- 
tion has so strongly resisted the military ‘in- 
fluences’ of its Armed Forces as have the 
American people. Not because we have loved 
freedom more, but because the Armed Forces 
—like the nation—are made up of men who 
prize their personal liberties and who would 
jealously safeguard their human rights. 

“Like all other agencies of the Federal gov- 
ernment, the Armed Forces are constantly sub- 
ject to the dictates of the American people 
through Congress and their elected civilian 
Commander-in-Chief. In my own experience 
as a civilian official, I found that civilian 
service differs from our military system prin- 
cipally in the greater liberality of its rewards. 
I question whether any civilian agency of gov- 
ernment can match the earnest devotion that 
men in the Armed Forces have applied to 
their duty. And I question whether any civil- 
ian agency has offered more faithful steward- 
ship to the American people with sparser re- 
muneration and scantier thanks. 

“From time to time, the American people 
are still treated to public revilement of what 
While 
the Army has endured its share of the incom- 
petents who mask their ignorance behind rank, 
it has likewise produced men of tolerance and 
good will, men with vision and love for their 
country, men with an understanding of the 
human freedoms that have made this country 
great.

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New Career Plan for Army and Air Force Warrants and Enlisted Men 


comprehensive outline of the Depart- 
A ment of the Army’s Career Training 
Program for enlisted men and warrant 
officers was presented to a G-1 staff con- 
ference assembled in Washington this 
week as the initial step in placing the 
new plan in operation. 

At the same time the Department issued 
Circular No. 1 (1948) which revises the 
tentative Career Plan as originally out- 
lined in Circular No. 118 of May 9, 1947 
(ful] text of which appeared in the ARMY 
snp Navy JOURNAL of 10 May, 1947). 

In general the Department’s plan seeks 
to (a) identify all jobs in the Army and 
their analysis in orderly description, (b) 
appraise in an orderly manner the Army’s 
manpower, and (c) to use the informa- 
tion thus determined so that those best 
fitted for a given job will be properly as- 
signed. F 

The plan is being joined in by the U. S. 
Air Force so that its provisions will apply 
to airmen as well as soldiers. 

For the individual the new program 
offers possibilities for advancement never 
before existent in the Army. School train- 
ing alone will not be the sole basis for 
awarding an MOC, or for advancement. 
Prior civilian training will be evaluated. 
Beonomy measures require that schooling 
be limited to that which is necessary in 
those complex MOS’s which cannot be 
trained satisfactorily at the soldier’s 
home station. 

While at the training station the new 
soldier is put through a battery of apti- 
tude and personality tests to determine 
what aptitudes he has for what particular 
type of training. There will be a system 
of assignment procedures for assigning 
and reassigning an individual within his 
career field. 

The program also contemplates a sys- 
tem of promotion procedures whereby 


the soldier may compete in an orderly | 


manner for promotion to the next higher 
grade, and a system or reclassification 
procedures to insure that action is taken 
on those individuals who do not maintain 
proper standards of efficiency in their job 
performance. 

Promotions will be accomplished from 
grade 7 to 6, by means of passing a gen- 
eral military subjects test upon comple- 
tion of four months’ satisfactory service. 
Promotion from grade 6 to 5 is accom- 
plished by passing a technical proficiency 
test, and promotion fram grades 4 through 
1 will be accomplished by means of the 
competitive examination, based on a com- 
posite score, 

Initiation of the career system in the 
infantry and food service career fields is 
scheduled to begin 1 May of this year. 
It will involve the use of the Dnlisted and 
Efficiency Report and the Technical Pro- 
ficiency Tests. The remaining career fields 
will be placed in operation later on, the 
exact date to be determined by comple- 
tion of career fields and tests, revision 
of Tables of Organization and determina- 
tion of how closely resources match re- 
quirements. 

Full text of the new Circular (No. 1) 
follows: 

rhis circular is published as a general plan 
of the warrant officer and enlisted,career pro- 
gram. The comments and recommendations 
secured from the field as requested in Cir- 
cular 118, War Department, 1947, have been

opportunity to develop himself in a field of 
activity essential to the needs of the Army. 
While the needs of the Army are primary fac- 
tors in determining career fields, many of 
these fields afford, in differing degrees, train- 
ing and experience comparable to civilian 
skills. The Army will make every effort to in- 
sure that men eligible for retirement and leav- 
ing the Army will have been given the oppor- 
tunity to acquire a skill that can be con- 
verted to civilian use by virtue of having been 
assigned and trained in such a type of career 
field at some time in their Army career. En- 
listed men meeting specific requirements will 
be encouraged to progress in career fields at 
the most rapid rate commensurate with the 
interests of the Army, as well as with their 
interests and abilities. The system of crreer 
guidance, involving self-improvement, appren- 
tice and school training, provides for grade 
advancement through competition. Finally, 
this program will build a permanent peace- 
time Army of broadly trained, well-rounded 
enlisted personnel and warrant officers, who 
will in time of emergency make an important 
contribution as an adequately trained cadre 
for mobilization, 

3. Elements of the plan.—The principal ele- 
ments of this plan include— 

a. A statement of the grade and pay struc- 
ture for enlisted men and warrant officers. 

b. The continuous determination of the in- 
dividual jobs required in the Army for the ac- 
complishment of its mission, and the setting 
of qualification standards and appropriate 
grades for each such job. 

ce. The organization of these jobs into a sys- 
tematic structure which shows their relation- 
ship and permits their ready identification. 

d. Provision of a system of training 
through which personnel may become quali 
fied for the duties of these jobs 

e. Provision of a standardized system of 
personnel procedures for the determination o. 
qualifications which will assure each individ- 
ual an equitable opportunity to compete in 
a planned manner for advancement in skill 
and grade on the basis of merit. 

4, Definition of terms.—The following defi 
nitions apply to this circular: 

a. Guidance.—The process of facilitating 
judicious choice of a career, and furthering 
progress in that career. 

b. The basic military subjects examination. 
—Examination to measure proficiency in gen 





eral military subjects. 

c. Composite score.—A numerical score re- 
sulting from the weighted combination of such 
factors (e.g., proficiency examination score 
efficiency rating, months of experience in pre 
re juisite MOS’s, etc.) as may be announced by 
the Department of the Army. The composite 
score is the basis for determining eligibility 
for promotion, 

d. Proficiency ecamination.—A standardised 
procedure for measuring proficiency in the 
essential duties of a particular specialty. Such 
an examination may include written, oral 
and/or practical performance elements, as ap 
propriate. 

e. Military occupational specialty.—An area 
of military job activities covering either one 
duty assignment or a group of duty assign 
ments which require similar abilities for the 
performance of their significant tasks, and 
which may be performed either in whole or 
in part by a soldier who is qualified to per- 
form the entire group of tasks. 

fj. Career fleld.—A series of military oc 
cupational specialties arranged to show a spe 
cific, orderly sequence of promotional oppor 
tunities within a military occupational eareer 
field. 

g. Military occupational ladder.—Military 
occupational ladders which have been grouped 
because they are related to the performanc: 
of a particular mission or function or because 
of their relationship within the organiza 
tional structure of the Army, and which as » 
group represent the broad area of achieve 
ment in which the individual soldier plans hix 
most probable and logical advancement in 
the Army. 

h. Entry occupation.—A MOS for which 
experience in another MOS is not prerequisite 
11—GRADE STRUCTURE. 

5. Enlisted personnel.—The yvrade structure 
for enlisted personne! shall consist of seven 
pay grades with the following titles: 

First grade — Master sergeant (first ser 
geant, retained as occupational title). 

Second grade—Sergeant, second grade (plu 
toon sergeant, retained as occupational title) 

Third grade—Sergeant, third grade. 

Fourth grade—Corporal. 

Fifth grade—private, first class. 

Sixth grade—Private. 

Seventh grade—Recruit. 

6. Warrant Officers.—a. It is planned to 
establish four grade of warrant officers, with

the following titles, and with pay and all 
allowances substantially corresponding to the 
first four pay periods of commissioned offi- 
cers: 

(1) Chief warrant officer. 

(2) Warrant officer, first class. 

(3) Warrant officer, second class, 

(4) Warrant officer, third class. 

b. Ooncept.—iIn the career guidance pro 
gram an enlisted men may advance from the 
grade of recruit to that of chief warrant offi- 
cer, with the pay and allowances of an officer 
in the fourth pay period, by competitive ex- 
aminations in his own career fleld at a rate 
dependent to a large extent upon his own 
ability and initiative. There is now being 
evolved an occupational structure of warrant 
positions which will accommodate the career 
warrant officers, This determination of career 
warrants involves the conversion of certain 
existing officer positions, under suitable con- 
ditions, where warrant officers can properly 
perform thése jobs, It also involves the up- 
grading of certain existing enlisted positions, 
where the job presently performed by en- 
listed men is of such caliber as to require 
warrant officer pay and status, It also in- 
volves the conversion of those positions pres- 
ently embraced within the existing warrant 
classifications, which are properly retainable 
as new career warrant positions, These new 
career warrant positions will thus be found 
to head the career fields themselves, The war- 
rant officer will, therefore, after reaching this 
top status by progressive competitive ad- 
vancement, requiring increasing amounts of 
knowledge, ability, and leadership, be a high- 
ly trained and competent individual, with 
broad knowledge of his career field. 

7. Insignia,.—New insignia of grade, where 
required, will be prescribed later. 

11—JOB STRUCTURE. 

8. General.—In accordance with the Army's 
mission and its necessary troop basis, a con- 
tinuous program of determination of the 
Jobs necessary to the manning of the troop 
basis will be carried on by the Department 
of the Army by means of— 

@. Job analysis in the field. 

b. Research in occupations to keep current 
with changing technology and materiel. 

c. Research in techniques of job analysis 
and job evaluation, 

9. Job analysis.—A continuing program for 
the analysis of Military Occupational Spe- 
cialties (MOS) will be maintained by the De- 
partment of the Army to provide— 

a. A description of the duties of each MOS 
in sufficient detail to permit the combination 
of such duties in MOS’s of broader scope or 
their separation into MOS’s of narrower spe- 
cialization, as may be required and prac- 
ticable under varying conditions of peace, 
mobilization, and war. 

b. New MOS’s as required by changes in 
technology, materiel, or tactics. 

ec. A complete statement of the quvalifica- 
tions required for their performance in terms 
of skills, techniques, knowledge, training, ex- 
perience, etc, 

d. A complete statement of their physical 
and psychological demands and requirements 
to permit the widest and most appropriate 
utilization of personnel of varying degrees of 
capa bilities. 

¢. Data for the evaluation of each MOS as 
a, guide to its equitable allocation to a grade’ 
and pay in accordance with its requirements 
as to skills and responsibilities, 

j. A determination of the extent of in- 
creased utilization of women in the Army. 

g. Adequate information upon which to con 
stract appropriate teste and measurements of 
aptitude and achievement. 

h. Appropriate information In sufficient de 
tail to provide guidance in the preparation 
of training literature and material, and in 
the formulation of school curricula and mili- 
tary training programs, 

‘. The basic data for the formulation, re 
vision, and maintenance of career fields; and 
a coding system. 

10, Career fields.—Military occupational spe 
clalties will be organized into groups based 
on occupational or organizational relation- 
ships to be known as career fields for enlisted 
men (fig. 1). Within each such career field, 
MOS's will be arranged to show their relation- 
ship to each other, and to provide a sys- 
tematic plan of progression and promotion 
to the highest position within such career 
field or any segment of it (see fig. 2), Such 
career flelds serve to— 

a. Prescribe MOS groupings. 

b. Permit the classification and assignment 
of personnel in accordance with their apti- 
tudes abilities, and interests. 

c. Provide an orderly and systematic plan 
for the operation of a varied and flexible 
training system. 

d. Furnish each soldier timely information 
of promotional opportunities which will en- 
able him to plan his effort and give him a 
specific target at which to alm, 

¢. Provide the commander a framework with- 
in which to develop the personnel under his 
control. 

f. Permit the designation by the Depart- 
ment of the Army of a single agency with

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Army Selection Boards 

Selection boards to recommend officers 
for promotion to Regular Army grades 
from captain to lieutenant colonel will 
meet at Washington during the spring, 
the Department of the Army announced 
this week. 

The first board, to study qualifications 
of majors for promotion to lieutenant col- 
onel, is scheduled to meet 10 Feb. Selec- 
tion boards for the grades of colonel, brig- 
adier general and major general have al- 
ready convened, and the general officer 
boards have made their recommendations. 

Personnel of the new boards has not yet 
been anneunced. 

The lieutenant colonel board will study 
the records of all line officers below the 
grade of lieutenant colonel in the Regular 
Army who, by 1 July 1948, have at least 
sixteen years’ service. In addition, any 
line officer who has served as a temporary 
general officer will be eligible. 

The major board, whose date of conven- 
ing has not yet been set, will recommend 
line officers far promotion from among 
those who are lower in grade than major 
and who will have over ten years’ service 
on 1 July. The captain board, also sched- 
uled to meet later, will make recommen- 
dations from the list of regular line lieu- 
tenants with over five years’ service. 

No estimate of the number of eligible 
officers involved was immediately avail- 
able. 

Similar boards will work on promotion 
recommendations for chaplains, Medical 
Service Corps members, doctors of the 
Medical Corps and dentists. There will be 
no selection of veterinarians at this time. 

The only selection for chaplains will be 
to the grade of lieutenant colonel, from 
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among those chaplains below lieutenant 
colonel with over 16 years’ service on 1 
July. The Medical Service Corps board 
will examine records of lieutenant col- 
onels, all permanent majors and all cap- 
tains with over 13 years’ service on 1 July. 
Majors of this corps will be selected from 
among all permanent captains and those 
first lieutenants who have over seven 
years’ service, and captains from lieuten- 
ants with over five years’ service. 

It is expected that Medical Corps lieu- 
tenant colonels (doctors) will be chosen 
from among all lower officers with over 
16 years’ service, and majors from those 
officers with over ten years’ service on 1 
July. Somewhat similar selection will be 
in force for dentists, except that selection 
of dental majors will probably go only to 
those officers with over eleven years’ 
service. 

It was pointed out that the years of 
service cited in each case refer to years 
“for promotion purposes” as distinguished 
from years “for pay purposes.” The effect 
of this will be to equalize opportunity for 
consideration among all regulars whether 
their service is computed on an actual 
basis or on an age basis, as it was in the 
case of many officers integrated into the 
Regular Army in the two programs of 
1946 and 1947. The army also emphasized 
that under the Officer Personnel Law of 
1947 officers not recommended for promo- 
tion by this year’s boards will not be con- 
sidered to have been “passed over.” Ex- 
cepting only the initial promotions, the 
law provides that after an officer has been 
“passed over” for promotion on two con- 
secutive occasions he will be removed 
from the service. 
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Officer Career Planning 

A method for including recommended 
or directed assignment MOS's in Depart- 
ment of the Army orders in accordance 
with approved career patterns of the 
Arms and Services, is provided in Circular 
7 issued this week. 

Commanders will not be required to 
adhere rigidly to recommended MOS as- 
signments but will be required to see 
that each officer serves for a qualifying 
period in at least one of the recommended 
MOS’s during his tour of duty. 

Text of the new circular follows: 

“1. The purpose of this circular is to sup- 
plement paragraph 5b(7), Circular 142, War 
Department 1947, by providing a method for 
including recommended or directed assign- 
ment MOS’s in Department of the Army orders 
when considered appropriate or desirable, in 
accordance with approved career patterns of 
the arms and services. Such administrative 
controls on the part of the Department of 
the Army are not intended as infringements 
upon the prerogatives of commanders but 
rather as indirect assistance to enable field 
commanders to implement army personnel 
policies. Complete personnel records are main- 
tained only in the Career Management Branch 
where personnel officers have the mission of 
monitoring individual's career assignments. 

“2. Prior to the requesting the issuance of 
orders for permanent change of station, Career 
Management Branches of the Arms and Serv- 
ices will review officers’ records and will rec- 
ommend, when appropriate, in order of 
priority, the assignment MOS’s which will in- 
crease the officer’s value to the service. When 
selecting the recommended assignment MOS'’s, 
consideration must be made of the assignments 
available within the command to which the 
officer is ordered. When appropriate, assign- 
ment orders of the Department of the Army 
will contain the assignment MOS’s for which 
the officer is recommended. The recommended 
assignment MOS, ‘R-MOS’ will appear in 
orders immediately following the designation 
of branch of the officer. Example: Capt. John 
J. Dee, 01900090, FA, R-MOS, 5220, 4400. 


’ Following are some examples where recom- 


mended MOS’s are not necessary and will not 
be included in order: ROTC, NG, military at- 
tache, student officers, etc. 

“3. The inclusion of recommended assign- 
ment MOS’s are intended to follow the broad 
Army assignment policies designed to offer 
officers opportunities for broad professional 
development by wise rotation of duties. Com- 
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manders will not be required to adhere rigidly 
to recommended MOS assignments but wil! be 
required to see that each officer serves for a 
qualifying period in et least one of the rece 
ommended MOS’s during his tour of duty. 
Should assignment conditions permit rotation 
to all recommended assignments during a tour 
of duty, such rotation would further the ix 
dividual officer’s career. 

“4. In exceptional and unusual circum. 
stances specific direction for the employment 
of individual officers will be issued in assign- 
ment orders of the Department of the Army. 
In such cases, the career section of the sub- 
ject officer’s branch will include the directed 
assignment MOS, ‘D-MOS,’ in orders im- 
mediately following the designation of branch 
of the officer. Example: Col. Lee R. Jones, 
012345, Infantry, D-MOS, 5240. This action 
w'tll be teken in cases only where specific tests 
of the officer’s ability are desired or where 
the officer’s record indicates that his assign- 
ments have been so channeled over a period 
of years as to require immediate adjustment 
to avoid jeopardizing his future advancement 
and value to the service. When such a notation 
is made, it will indicate to the field that the 
decision has received personal attention of the 
Commanding General, Army Ground Forces, 
the chiefs of the administrative or technical 
services concerned, or of the Director, Person- 
nel and Administration, General Staff, United 
States Army. Under such conditions the com- 
mander may utilize the individual’s services 
wherever needed to meet immediate needs but 
within 9 months from time of arrival at new 
station will assign and retain him on the di- 
rected assignment for a minimum of 1 year 
unless relieved for unsatisfactory performance 
of duty. Should relief be required under this 
provision an efficiency report will be rendered 
under the provisions of paragraph 1i, AR 600- 
185. 

“5. Whenever an officer is assigned to a duty 
according to a recommended or directed as- 
signment MOS as indicated in the assignment 
orders, the following prefixes will be added to 
the MOS indicated in the column ‘MOS’ in 
item 28, Chronological Record of Military 
Service (WD AGO Form 66) : 

“a. For recommended MOS. — 
*R1542.’ 

“b. For directed MOS.—Example, ‘D2120.’ 

“6. The award of military occupational 
specialties according to procedures set forth 
in TM 12-425A is in no way changed by the 
provisions of this circular. When an officer 
qualifies for the award of a military occupa- 
tional specialty as a result of a recommended 
or direct duty assignment as outlined herein, 
appropriate commanders may take action to 
award such MOS under the provisions of par- 
agraphs 67 and 73, TM 12-425A. 

“7. The reasons for recommending or direct- 
ing assignments are— 

“a. To assist in proper initial assignment of 
officers under permanent change of state 
orders. 

“b. To insure that individual officers are 
not penalized because of lack of certain 
specialized training considered desirable for 
special assignments or promotion. 

“ce. To qualify officers for command or staff 
positions in times of emergency by affording 
individuals an opportunity for broad profes

Board Selects USMC Maj. Gens. 

A Marine Corps selection board has 
recommended the promotion of three 
brigadier generals to the rank of major 
general Nominations of Brig. Gens. Oliver 
P. Smith, William T. Clement, and John 
T. Walker have been approved by Presi- 
dent Truman and will be sent to the Sen- 
ate for confirmation. 

Brigadier General Smith, Acting Command- 
ing General, Marine Barracks, Quantico, and 
Commandant of Marine Corps School, Quan- 
tico, commanded the Fifth Regiment of the 
First Marine Division in the Talasea phase 
of the Cape Gloucester operation during 
March 1944, He was Assistant Division Com- 
mander of the First Marine Division during 
the Peleliu operation, and Marine Deputy 
Chief of Staff of the Tenth Army during the 
Okinawa operation, For outstanding services 
in World War II he was awarded a Legion of 
Mer't, an Oak Leaf Cluster in lieu of a 
second Legion of Merit, and a Bronze Star 
Medal. He assumed his present command in 
December 1947. 

Brigadier General Clement, Director of the 
Division of Reserve and President of the 
Naval Retirement Board, served on Bataan 
and Corregidor during the first months of 
World War II and participated in the Oki- 
nawa Campaign in the last months of the 
war, He commanded the Fleet Landing Force 
at Tokyo Bay in the occupation of Japan. 
General Clement has been awarded the Navy 
Cross and Legion of Merit with Gold Star. 
He was named President of the Naval Retir- 
ing Board in October 1946 and became Di 
rector of the Division of Reserve. on 1 April

“The Battle for Tarawa” 

The U. 8. Marine Corps has recently re 
leased the second in its series of mono- 
graphs dealing with Marine operations in 
World War II. Written by Capt. James 
R. Stockman, USMC, Historical Section, 
Division of Public Information, and pub- 
lished by the Government Printing Office, 
the second booklet is titled, “The Battle 
for Tarawa.” 

The first in the series, an excellent ac. 
count of “The Defense of Wake,” written 
by Lt. Col. Robert D. Heinl, jr.. USMC, 
was reviewed in the 27 Dec. issue of Tur 
ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL. 

A number of the more than thirty pho- 
tographs contained in the Tarawa _ book- 
let intensely portray the dramatic action 
of the first amphibious operation in the 
chain which carried United States forces 
ucross the Central Pacific to the home. 
land of Japan. The narrative, compiled 
in chronological style and written with 
care to preserve factual accuracy, has 
none of the text-book-stiffness peculiar to 
most histories. It will be read with ease 
and interest by anyone who picks up a 
copy of the booklet. 

The information contained in the book- 
let gives, for the first time, a clear pic- 
ture of an operation about which the gep- 
eral public knows very little. The narra- 
tive helps to dispel many popular theories 
and beliefs about the battle—given more 
space in American newspapers because of 
its high casualties than because of its im- 
portance as a “first” engagement of its 
kind. “Unique,” Captain Stockman writes, 
“among all the operations in the war in 
the Pacific, and with implications so broad 
and far-reaching as to affect all subse 
quent amphibious operations, Tarawa 
was much more than a successful battle. 
It was, in many ways, a departure from 
anything that had been done before. For 
the first time in histary, a sea-borne as- 
sault was launched against a heavily-de- 
fended coral atoll.” , 

Many lessons were learned at Tarawa 
which proved to be of great value to the 
American forces in later attacks on the 
Marshalls, Marianas, Peleliu and Iwo 
Jima. Casualties, which amounted to 20 
per cent of the assaulting troops, raised 
a starm of protest in the United States 
but, according to the monograph, “when 
evaluated in terms of later operations, Ta- 
rawa finally achieved its proper perspec- 
tive.” 

One of the important features of the 
monograph, and apparently of all those 
in the series, is the practice of including 
an introduction which orients the reader 
to the general situation in the area under 
discussion, outlines the importance of the 
operation by emphasizing previous and fu- 
ture engagements, and explains the pre 
paratory action, enemy situation, de 
fenses and organization. The major por- 
tion of the 66-page booklet covers only 
three days of action, packed with detailed 
accounts which carry the excitement and 
horror of the battle to the reader. 

“The Battle for Tarawa” can be pur- 
chased from the Superintendent of Docu- 
ments, Government Printing Office, for 
$1.50. “The Defense of Wake,” first in the 
series, is on sale there for $1.25. Mono- 
graphs on Bougainville and Guadalcanal 
will be published in the near future.

AF Training Standard No. 80-92314 
dated 9 January 1948, sets forth the min- 
imum requirements prescribed for in- 
dividual training of a Personnel Security 
Officer. The job specification of the Mili- 
tary Occupational Specialty, Personne! 
Security Officer (SSN 9231), is set forth 
in AF Manual 35-0-1. The basic function 
of the Personnel Security Officer is the 
direction and supervision of the internal 
security program pertaining to the de 
termination of loyalty of civilians em- 
ployed at facilities and warehouses im- 
portant to Air Force Procurement. 

AF Training Standard No. 80-9210# 
dated 9 January, prescribes minimum re- 
quirements for individual training of a 
Facilities Protection Officer. The job 
specification of Military Occupational 
Specialty, Facilities Protection Officer 
(SSN 9210), is set forth in AF Manual 
35-0-1. The basic function of the Facili- 
ties Protection Officer is the supervision 
and implementation of the security en- 
forcement program for the protection of 
personnel, facilities, and materiel. 

AF Training Standard No, 80-166+ 
issued 13 January 1948, sets forth the 
requirements for the individual training 
of a Powerman (SSN 166). The job 
specification of the Military Occupational 
Specialty, Powerman (SN 166), is set 
forth in ,AF Manual 35-0-1. The basic 
functions include installing, operating, 
adjusting, and repairing Air Force power 
plant equipment composed of internal 
combustion engines, electric generators, 
and accessories employed to supply 
power for uses, such as lighting, construc 
tion machinery, and communications 
equipment.

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Report of President's Air Policy Commission 


OLLOWING is additional text of the 
report of the President’s Air Policy 
Commission. 

Last week the ARMY AND Navy JouR- 
nat published the full text of the report 
on the subjects: Requirements of the Air 
Pstablishment, Recommendations; The 
Air Force, the Navy Air Arm, Unifica- 
tion and the Joint Chiefs of Staff, Recom- 
mendations of the Commission for Im- 
mediate Appropriations for the Air Es- 
tablishment; Military and Commercial 
Transport Services, Mobilization Plan- 
ning, and Periodic Reviews of the Mili- 
tary Establishment. 

Members of the Commission who made 
the study are: Mr. Thomas K. Finletter, 
chairman; Mr. George P. Baker, Vice 
Chairman; and Mr. Palmer Hoyt, Mr. 
John A. McCone, and Mr. Arthur D. 
Whiteside. 

Following is the text of the report: 
FOREIGN POLICY — THE UNITED 
NATIONS, DISARMAMENT, AND 
SELF-DEFENSE 

The letter of the President of 18 July 1947, 
establishing the Commission instructs it to 
make an “objective inquiry into national avia- 
tion policies and problems” and to assist the 
President in “formulating an integrated na- 
tional aviation policy.” 

The Commission is directed to study, among 
other aspects of the problem, the “current and 
future needs of American aviation, including 
commercial air transportation, and the utili- 
zation of aircraft by the armed services; the 
nature, type, and extent of the aircraft and 
air transportation industries that are desir- 
able or essential to our national security and 
welfare.” The President states that there is 
a “danger that our national security may be 
jeopardized and our economic welfare dimin- 
ished through a lowered aircraft production 
and a failure of the aircraft industry to keep 
abreast of modern methods, with consequent 
retarding of the development of air transporta- 
tion.” 

We are instructed to make the broadest kind 
of survey. “The final recommendations of the 
Commission must, however, go beyond the 
limits of any one phase of aviation,” the 
President’s letter states. “They should be so 
broad in scope and purpose that they will as- 
sist in revising old policies and in framing 
new ones, and will serve as a guide for formu- 
lating a carefully considered national air 
policy.” 

a s = 

The President’s instructions thus require us 
to recommend an integrated national air policy 
which (1) will protect the Nation’s security 
to the greatest extent practicable and (2) will 
foster its economic and social interests. 

We take up first the problem of the na- 
tional security. 

We believe that the United States will be 
secure in an absolute sense only if the institu- 
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tion of war itself is abolished under a regime 
of law. There was a time when the United 
States could tolerate with safety a world in 
which war was the final way of settling dis- 
putes among nations. For even if war came 
the United States could be reasonably sure not 
only of winning it but even of keeping enemy 
forces away from its shores. Our geographical 
position, our Navy, our industrial capacity, our 
manpower, and the armies, navies, and air 
forces of nations allied or associated with us, 
protected us against direct attack in the two 
World Wars through which we have just 
passed. But, with the recent revolution in ap- 
plied science for destruction which is still go- 
ing on, these safeguards are no longer enough. 

Our national security must be redefined in 
relation to the facts of modern war. Our se 
curity includes, as always, winning any war 
we may get into; but now it includes more 
than that. It includes not losing the first cam- 
paign of the war if the loss would mean that 
the country would be invaded and occupied. 
It includes not having our cities destroyed 
and our population decimated in the process 
of our winning the first campaign. And it fur- 
ther includes not having our way of life, and 
particularly our civil liberties, taken from us 
in preparing for war.. Our national security, 
when we define it in this way, can be assured 
only by the elimination of war itself. 

World peace and the security of the United 
States thus are now the same thing. World 
peace, however, is not yet in sight. We will 
not be rid of war until the nations arrive at 
the great agreement to live together in peace 
and to this end give to the United Nations 
organization the legal and physical powers 
under a regime of law to keep the peace. As 
yet there is almost no sign that this agree- 
ment will be made within the future with 
which this Commission has to deal. Such an 
agreement would need a unanimity of peaceful 
purpose among the great powers which does 


not exist, It also would require a willingness 
on their part to break with the traditions 
of the past and to put their faith in a system 
of law rather than in their ability to take 
care of their own national selves with théir 
own national armaments; and this appar- 


ently they are not yet ready to do 

The hope that the United Nations will be 
given the authority to prevent war is there- 
fore not one on which we can base our policy 
of security. The United Nations has solid 
achievements to its credit in the work of its 
specialized agencies and also, to a limited 
extent, in the settling of political disputes. 
But even the most optimistic view of the rec- 
ord and prospects of the United Nations does 
not assure us that the United Nations will de- 
velop in time the necessary authority and 
power to prevent another great war. 

Throughout this report we have limited 
ourselves to those matters which, if they hap- 
pen when we are reliably told they will, re- 
quire the United States to do something about 
them immediately. There is, however, one 
long-term policy which we believe should be 
mentioned. 

We believe that the United Nations can 
never develop as a permanent instrument of 
universal peace except on a foundation of 
free communication throughout the world. 
Such’ freedom of communication must include 
freedom of travel, freedom of intercourse by 
mail, telegraph, cable, and radio, and equal 
availability of news and public information. 

At present there are fixed and impenetrable 
barriers to freedom of communication. The 
gathering and transmission of news is sub- 
servient to the purposes of state in a large 
part of the world, with the result that the 
peoples are not able to reach judgments based 
on common sets of facts. There is accordingly 
no common compulsion to eliminate war 
despite the development of weapons so deadly 
and efficient as to shock the imagination. 

We believe that the understanding necessary 
for permanent world peace cannot be achieved 
except on the basis of freedom of travel and 
communication, the universal availability of 
news, and the elimination of censorship. In 
the long run only an informed world can be 
free and only a free world can be secure. 

We urge the United Nations and the United 
States of America to take all possible steps to 
enlarge and strengthen the present interna- 
tional network of freedom as an essential basis 
for world peace and national disarmament.

The provisions of the United Nations 
Charter for the reduction and regulation of 
armaments have not been fulfilled, and uni- 
lateral disarmament by the United States is 
out of the question. There are those who be- 
lieve that peace can never come about by 
force and that the United States should show 
the way to peace by disarming. This is not the 
opinion of this Commission. We believe that 
it is the policy of the people of this country— 
and that this policy is right—that before the 
United States will give up any of its weapons, 
it will insist that there be set up a foolproof 
system of security which will assure it that 
no nation can take advantage of it in its dis- 
armed state. And since the only foolproof 
system which would give this protection is 
one which would make war impossible under 
a system of world law and since the nations 
have not yet been able to agree to set up this 
system, unilateral disarmament is not now a 
possible policy for the United States. 

For these reasons the United States must 





have a double-barrelled policy abroad. It must 
work to achieve world peace through support 
and development of the United Nations. At 
the same time it must prepare to defend itself 
for the possibility that war may come. Not 
being able to count on the creation, within 
the future for which it now has to prepare, 
of a world settlement which would give it 
absolute security under law, it must seek the 
next best thing—that is, relative security un- 
der the protection of its own arms. 

Where does relative security lie in a world 
in which all nations are free to arm as they 
please and in which war is the final resort for 
the settlement. of international disputes? Re- 
luctantly this Commission has come to the 
conclusion that this relative security. is to be 
found only in a policy of arming the United 
States so strongly (1) that other nations will 
hesitate to attack us or our vital national 
interests because of the violence of the coun- 
terattack they would have to face, and (2) 
that if we are attacked we will be able to 
smash the assault at the earliest possible 
moment. The alternative policy — of having 
inadequate arms in a world in which war must 
be reckoned with as the final solution of in- 
ternational differences — would be foolhardy. 
Nothing would be more likely to provoke ag- 
gression than the spectacle of an unarmed 
or inadequately armed United States. This 
country, therefore, if it is to have even rela- 
tive security, must be ready for war. More- 
over, it must be ready for modern war. It 
must be ready not for World War II but for 
a possible World War ITI. 

To realize this double-barrelled policy will 
be as difficult a task as this country has ever 
taken on. Nothing less than a reversal of our 
traditional attitudes toward armaments and 
national sovereignty can make it succeed. 

Our policy of relative security will compel 
us to maintain a force in being in peacetime 
greater than any self-governing people has 
ever kept. Our policy of seeking world order 
under law is even more difficult. If it is to be 
successful we will have to reverse all our no- 
tions of our sovereign independence and, 
equally difficult, persuade others to do like 
wise. 

It may be that we shall not go all-out on 
either part of our double-purpose policy; that 
we shall compromise with both and achieve 
neither. If we do compromise in this way, we 
shall continue to live in a world in which war 
is an accepted institution and is therefore in- 
evitable, and we shall be unprepared to defend 
ourselves in that war. 

THE APPROACH OF THE COMMISSION 
TO A PROGRAM OF NATIONAL 
DEFENSE 
Qur report discusses in considerable detail 
the preparedness program which we believe is 
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now required if we are to have the relative 
security to which we have referred. But be- 
fore we deal with this program we will state 
our general approach to this matter of prep- 
afation in time of peace for the possibility of 
war. 

1. The Commission does not subscribe to the 
proposition that armaments are a guarantee 
of peace. History does not assure us that a 
strong armament policy by a peacefully in- 
clined nation is certain to frighten off ag- 
gressor governments. An authoritarian gov- 
ernment bent on aggression may calculate that 
it can arm better and faster than the nations 
it has chosen as its victims, and that if it hits 
hard enough and with no warning, it can con- 
quer. Indeed, an authoritarian government 
may seek war for war's sake or to divert at- 
tention from its internal troubles, even though 
it may not be certain that it will win. 

Nevertheless, the Commission believes that 
a strong United States will be a force for 
peace. Our armaments will not guarantee that 
peace absolutely. But the chances of avoiding 
a war will be greatly increased if this country 
has the available force to strike back and to 
defeat anyone who breaks the peace. A strong 
United States will be welcomed by all peace- 
loving nations. The countries who want to 
live under regimes of freedom will see in our 
armaments not a threat but an assurance, 

2. It is difficult for a representative democ- 
racy to keep up with an authoritarian state 
in an armament race in peacetime. It can, 
however, be done. We gained supremacy of 
the seas by the weight of our naval arma- 
ment. We can be supreme in the air by the 
weight of our air power. The United States 
can build a Military Establishment which will 
keep up with any nation and be a powerful 
foree for peace. 

In our opinion this Military Establishment 
must be built around the air arm. Of course 
an adequate Navy and Ground Foree must be 
maintained. But it is the Air Force and naval 
aviation on which we must mainly rely. Our 
military security must be based on air power. 

3. Maintenance of a proper air establish- 
ment will require heavy appropriations. Not 
only must the equipment be of the finest qual- 
ity that science can devise and money pro- 
vide, but there must be enough of it, in being 
and ready for immediate use. Research and 
development must be increased. For a second- 
best air force, when war takes place is almost 
as bad as none. - ’

ECAUSBD inherent in the American tradition, no more firmly rooted than in 

the Services, is the principle of civilian control of the Government, it was 
to have been expected that following the defeat of our European and Asiatic 
enemies, the demand would arise for the return of the military to its military func- 
tions. It is within easy memory that after World War I, pacifism swept over 
the land, and with reckless disregard of our security we disarmed, and thereby 
not only subjected ourselves to grave risk, but encouraged the conditions that 
precipitated World War II. Now there is a like movement, but the approach is 
different. A group of prominent public figures, scientists, educators and clergy- 
men warned this week that “America can not remain democratic if the present 
trend toward military control of our institutions continue,” and in proof of the trend 
it named a number of officers in key national positions, for example, General, of 
the Army Marshall, Secretary of .State, and several of his assistants, General of 
the Army MacArthur, Allied Supreme Commander in Japan; Fleet Admiral Leahy, 
Chief of Staff to the President; Lt. Gen. Lucius D. Clay, Military Governor of 
the American Zone in Germany, and Lt. Gen. Walter Bedell Smith, Ambassador 
to the Soviet Union. Further proof of the trend pointed out by the group, is the 
refusal of the Senate Armed Services Committee to permit the nomination of 
Maj. Gen. Laurence S. Kuter to be Chairman of the Civil Aeronautics Board, by 
declining to report a bill authorizing this officer to draw his Air Force Pay, rather 
than the smaller salary of the civilian appointment. The group claims the effect 
of the presence of all these officers in high positions is to promote military control 
of the people through propaganda, advocacy of the UMT program, expansion 
of Army and Navy ROTC programs in schools and colleges, ear marking of research 
appropriations for the Armed Forces, activities of 1300 officers and men in public 
relations, moves to bring about peacetime press censorship, and maintenance of 
an extensive lobby in Congress. Altogether, if we are to accept the fears expressed 
by these self-constituted defenders of American Liberty, we are on our way to a 
military tyranny and a break down in our civilization. Yet, as we look at the record, 
we find Congress in joint session, giving a heart warming ovation to ‘General 
Marshall, and at the same time subjecting his policies to close scrutiny and making 
enactments to control them. Nothing but praise is showered upon General Mac- 
Arthur for the statesmanship he is displaying in administering the conquered 
Japanese. Such criticism as General Clay has suffered is attribuatble to the 
manner in which, with the approval of the Secretaries of State and the Army, he 
has upheld American policy in Germany against Russian aggression, Admiral Leahy 
besides being a naval officer, knows the background of our foreign policy and thus 
is of great value to the President. Tiere are few civilians so thoroughly informed or 
willing to accept office at the salaries they pay. When the current dangers have dis- 
appeared, we can be certain the officers called temporarily for duty in other fields will 
be glad to return to their own and to devote themselves to the study of the profession 
upon which the security of the United States depends. 


HILE the Armed Services are in the process of reorganizing under the Na- 

tional Security Act, and particularly in light of the redistribution of the 
higher grades being made under the new promotion law, the rank of lieutenant gen- 
eral in the Army and Air Force and the rank of Vice Admiral-in the Navy should 
be accorded to the chiefs of branches, bureaus, and corresponding organizations. Un- 
fortunately there has been little uniformity in the treatment of these key specialists 
during and since the war. There have been times when the chief of a Naval bureau 
The Surgeon General for instance; held the rank of vice admiral while his counter- 
part in the Army held the lower rank of major general. At this time the Chief of 
the Bureau of Ships of the Navy is a vice admiral and other Bureau chiefs are 
rear admirals, and the Chief of Engineers is a lieutenant general and the chiefs 
of other Army Arms and Services are major generals. In the Air Force, where no 
branches have been established as such, chiefs of corresponding services hold rank 
as brigadier and major generals. In these days when the Assistant Chiefs of Staff, 
who now, engage in administration and operations as well as planning, are being given 
the rank of lieutenant general, and the assistants to the Chief of Naval Operations 
hold the rank of vice admirals, certainly the same grades should be accorded to 
those officers who by basic statutes are selected to head specific and specialized 
activities in the defense establishments.

Foreign Affairs—General Lucius Clay, American Military Governor in Germany, | 


and his veteran political adviser, Robert Murphy, arrived in Washington this week 
for report and consultation with the Departments of State and Army. It was a 
singularly timely arrival, for only a day earlier John Foster Dulles, a much quoted 
Republican authority on foreign policy, was telling the Senate Foreign Reations 
Committee and a large secondary audience that American Military Government 
In Germany had failed to cooperate with other western nations. “So far it seems 
as if our administration in western Germany hadn’t heard of the European Re- 
covery Program,” he said, in what was intended to support ERP. His recommenda- 
tion was that policy control in western Germany should quickly be shifted’ from 
‘Army to State Department. Mr. Dulles’ remarks were promptly dealt with by 
Secretary of the Army Royall as follows: “Mr. Dulles was pitifully uninformed 
when he suggested that the Army occupation authorities in Germany were hamper- 
ing the European recovery program. The truth is that the Department of the 
Army and its European Commander are unqualifiedly supporting the European Re- 
overy Plan and are cooperating fully with the State Department in connection 
therewith. As for the State Department taking over the non-military functions of 
wccupation, this suggestion originated with the Army which hoped for a take-over 
as early as July 1946 and again last fall, but recognized the reasonableness of the 
State Department's request for delay. In the meantime no policies have been initiated 
‘or followed by Military Government authorities in Western Germany which have 
mot been fixed or fully concurred in by the State Department. There has been no 
conflict in the implementation of policies thus establised.” Secretary Marshall added 
his own assurance that the Army has cooperated fully in the State Department 
program. 

Before leaving Germany, General Clay had received word of the Soviet authori- 
‘ties’ belated assurances that Taegliche Rundschau, the Red Army newspaper in 
Berlin, was speaking without authority in its recent demand for Anglo-American 
withdrawal from Berlin. A spur to that assurance was Maj. Gen. George P. Hays’ 
rejoinder that the American forces had no intention of leaving. In the meantime 
Moscow has decided to resume negotiations in Washington with a view to adjust- 
ing the long neglected lend-lease account of $11,200,000,000. The negotiations on this 
subject with the former ambassador, Mr. Novikov, got nowhere owing to Russian 
failure to produce records of the non-military supplies in Russian hands after hos- 
tilities, and ended with Mr. Novikov’s return to MoScow. His successor, Mr. Pan- 
yushkin, indicates that negotiations will be resumed “in the near future.” The 
decision comes at the same time as announcement of the terms of a previously un- 
publicized annex to the Italian treaty, whereby the Soviets are to receive from 
the battered Italian fleet the somewhat modernized 1911 battleship Giulio Cesare, 
28,000 tons; the cruiser Duca d’Aosta, 7,283 tons; three destroyers; two torpedo 
boats; two submarines; some thirty miscellaneous small craft. France will receive 
three 3,362-ton cruisers, four destroyers, a torpedo boat, two submarines, 32 auxilia- 
ries. Yugoslavia gets. three torpedo boats, six minesweepers and two motor barges. 
Greece gets the cruiser Eugenio di Savoia, sister of the Duca d’Aosta. Italy’s best 
two battleships and numerous lesser vessels were allotted to Britain and the United 
States; both western nations declined to accept, on condition that the vessels be 
scrapped. A somewhat amusing aspect of Russia’s bargain is that when delivery 
of Italian vessels was delayed Moscow’s sensitivities were calmed by the loan of 
a British battleship and the American cruiser Milwaukee, plus a number of small 
craft. If the Italian ships are taken, presumably the loaned vessels must be re- 
turned, and the probability is that this is not the Russian desire. 

The State Department this week made public the first volume of captured 
Nazi documents dealing with Berlin-Moscow-Tokyo diplomacy and revealing the 
duplicity of Soviet statesmen who in one case even overstepped the swag-division 
agreement with Germany. The facts are not surprising, but the texts are useful 
in showing undeniably in official compacts the Soviet lust for land and influence 
even before the war, and a willingness to make terms with Hitler himself for that 
purpose. It had been expected that the captured 1939-1941 texts of the German 
Foreign Office, exhaustively studied for over a year by American, British and French 
scholars, would be published jointly but the State Department has proceeded uni- 
laterally with a decision generally recognized as an Official answer to the torrent 
of Soviet propaganda. 2 

Something of a jolt to critics of the American $100,000,000 loan to Turkey (on 
the ground that it was purely military in purpose) is provided by this week’s 
announcement in Ankara of a compact to use a part of the loan for planning a na- 
tional highway system in Turkey, with 12,000 miles of main highway, 15,000 of sec- 
ondary, and ‘60,000 of tertiary roads. The importance of highways for military 
transport is obvious, but the Turks note that there will also be provided access to 
crops and coal never before available at long range, a matter of large concern to 
Turkey in the quick betterment of its civilian economy. 

The United Nations Palestine Commission, whose five members representing 
the world’s smaller nations have been studying their designated task of partitioning 
the Holy Land, for over a month, concluded this week that they must go to the 
Security Council with their problem. They recognize that with Jew and Arab con- 
tinuing their bitter fightifig, long before the Commission has started its main in- 
quiry and before it has even left Lake Success, an unarmed group of five commis- 
sioners would face hopeless difficulties. They wish military assistance which will at 
least afford them protection while they are making their study, and in this quest must 
direct their requests to the Security Council as the responsible agency of the 
United Nations. This as last places before that body an issue too long kept out of 
sight—the creation of the international police force which the Security Council 
andertook two years ago through the Military Staff committee. 

The Soviets’ control of even the local police powers of their reluctant satellite, 
Hungary, was again illustrated by their arrest of two American officers from the 
U. S. military attache’s office in Budapest. The lieutenant colonels were driving 
an American car on the main highway on their way back to the capital when they 
were halted and taken into custody by Soviet soldiers. The reason apparently was 
that the highway at that point passed near a Russian fighter-plane base. Hungarian 
police were not even present, but an American M.P. demanded what the Russians 
were doing with an American military car and, seeing the officers, promptly re- 
ported to Vienna headquarters. Thereupon the release came after the usual denials 
and without explagation or apology.

National Guard—aA new policy on the direct appointment of second lieutenants 
of the National Guard that materially increases the.number of former enlisted 
men who can now qualify for commissions was announced this week by National 
Guard Headquarters in Washington. 

Under the new policy former enlisted men of all grades having a minimum 
of six months’ service in the Army of the United States between 7 Dec. 1941, and 
80 June 1947, are now eligible for direct appointment as second lieutenants in Na- 
tional Guard if they meet certain requirements. They must be graduates of an 
accredited college or university where no advanced Reserve Officers Training Course 
was given, or if it was given, their period in school before graduation was too 
short to permit them to complete the ROTC course. They must be 21 years old and 
have not passed their 28th birthday at the time of appointment to the Guard. 
Headquarters also said that commissions as second lieutenants in the National 
Guard are also open to advanced ROTC graduates without previous military service. 

Air National Guard pilots and mechanics from Maine, Nebraska, and California 
are receiving transition flying instruction and technical training on Lockheed P-80 
Shooting Stars in preparation for delivery of the jet-propelled fighters to National 
Guard squadrons in their states.

The 
Bureau of the Budget has informed us that 
about 80 percent of the budget for the current 
fiscal year ending 30 June 1948, is for pay- 
ments for past wars or for our present Mili- 
tary Establishment. Indeed, the figures show 
that since 1915 about &5 percent of our total 
Federal budgets have been spent for war or 
Preparation or payment for war. 

And yet, as will be seen, this Commission 
as been compelled to report that the evidence 
is overwhelming that even this amount is not 
enough and that (1) the Federal Government 
should increase substantially its expenditures 
for the Air Force and naval aviation in the

The Commission has reached its

lar spent for military establishments is a dol- 
lar to be. grudged. Large military expendi- 
tures will help to keep taxes high and will 
drain away from the people a large part of the 
product of their labor. For these reasons we 
have not accepted military estimates without 
submitting them to critical analysis and we 
have required that all estimates meet the test 
of strict necessity under the broad principles 
as to the strategic needs of the country which 
are set out in this report. 

On the other hand we believe that self- 
preservation comes ahead of economy No 
concession should be made from the principle 
that our Military Establishment must be ade- 
quate for the defense of the country. Sub- 
stantial savings within the Military Estab- 
lishment are possible, and later in this report 
we make recommendations on this subject. But 
in making these savings the adequacy of our 
forces must not be impaired. Economies, de- 
sirable as they are, must not be made if mak- 
ing them would jeopardize our safety. 

4. We believe that the recent unification of 
the services under the Secretary of Defense 
will result in greater efficiency in the spend- 
ing of the security dollar. 

The National Security Act of 1947 puts the 
duty squarely on the Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
subject to the President and the Secretary of 
Defense, (1) to prepare the over-all strategic

U. 8S. Military Academy or have four 
years experience in the engineering phase 
of wire communications.

field or appropriate segment of such field. 

11, Coding.—Based on the organization of 
MOS’s into career fields, a coding system will 
be devised and maintained which will— 

a. Furnish an orderly system for the identi- 

, fication of all MOS’s by— 

(1) Career field. 

(2) Subdivision or separate progression 
within a career field. 

(83) Specific identification of MOS, whether 
broadly trained or narrowly specialized. 

(4) Grade, 

(5) Physical requirements. 

(6) Other essential characteristics as may 
be determined. 

b. Provide a simple, flexible system for the 
classification and assignment of personnel for 
training and utilization, 

¢. Permit continuous adaptation of the en- 
tire military job structure to the varying de- 
mands of peace, mobilization, and war, and 
the change of technology, materiel, and tac- 
tics, 

d. Provide a means of identifying military 
needs in terms applicable to a total indus- 
trial mobilization in time of emergency. 

IV—CAREER FIELD CLASSIFICATION. 

12. Career field classification.—a, The De- 
partment of the Army regulations will pre- 
scribe procedures for the classification of re- 
cruits into appropriate career fields, These 
procedures will provide that after the first 
month of basic military training the recruit 
will be classified in an appropriate field, based 
on his skills, aptitudes, and interests. Assign- 
ments will be to the apprentice level of spe- 
cialist training in a unit, or to technical 
training for an MOS in a service school in 
conformity with the career field in which 
he has been classified. 

b. The standard test battery will be admin- 
istered to each recruit in accordance with in- 
structions contained in Circular 202, War De- 
partment, 1947, as amended. ° 

13. Career guidance during recruit training, 
—a, Procedures for processing enlisted per- 
sonnel during recruit training are prescribed 
in Circular 202, War Department, 1047. The 
provisions of that circular will continue to 
be followed, with necessary modifications, as 
a basis for guiding personnel into appropri- 
ate career fields, It is imperative that the 
interviews prescribed be complete and that 
the results be entered accurately upon the 
WD AGO Form 20 (Soldier’s Qualification 
Card) of each enlisted man, The interview 
will provide opportunity for discussing the 
recruit’s interests and desires with respect 
to assignment, The interview period should 
include explanations by the interviewers as 
to the details of job progression and oppor- 
tunities within specific fields and job ladders 
within the field, It is imperative that suffi- 
client opportunity be provided each recruit to 
examine the opportunities and job responsi- 
bilities in several career fields, In order to 
provide this opportunity, attention will be 
devoted to the preparation of graphic and 
illustrated materials and their use in group 
orientation. 

b. The Department of the Army will pre- 
scribe a training record upon which progress 
during basic training will be recorded for 
each recruit, Training division commanders 
will insure that each such record is properly 
maintained and that each reflects the most 
recent evaluation of training progress, 

ec. In order to insure that each recruit has 
maximum opportunity to qualify for entry 
and advancement in the career fleld of his 
choice, reclassification with respect to career 
fields will be accomplished under procedures 
prescribed in Circular 211, War Department, 
1947, as amended. Requests for transfer from 
a career field in which assigned, will be ini- 
tiated in writing by the requesting individ- 
ual, and forwarded through channels to the 
classification board authorized to review such 
requests. 

(1) Where assignment to a specific career 
field has been necessitated by reason of physi- 
cal considerations, constant attention will be 
devoted to changes in physical capacity, In 
those instances where changes in the physi- 
cal factors indicate the removal of disqualify- 
ing conditions either for a career field for 
which the individual is otherwise qualified, 
especially a career field in which a need exists 
in the Army, appropriate steps will be taken 
to permit the desired change. Similarly, in 
those instances where changes in physical 
condition indicate that an individual is no 
longer physically qualified for the career 
field in which classified, appropriate action 
will be taken to permit the individual to 
change to another career field or to be sepa- 
rated from the Army under applicable Army 
Regulations if the physical condition indi- 
cates a necessity for this type action. 

(2) Throughout the period of recruit train- 
ing, special emphasis will be placed upon the 
selection of qualified recruits for assignment 
to the combat fields. In the process of making 
the initial classification in those cases which 
indicate the assignment of a recruit to other 
than combat fields, but where scores on the 
standard personnel test battery indicate no 
reason why success in the combat fields would 








be precluded, continuous effort will be de- 
voted to heightening the soldier’s interest in 
the combat fields. Every consideration will 
be given to individuals who, subsequent to 
initial classification, indicate a desire for 
transfer to a combat field. Requests for such 
transfers will be processed in accordance 
with the provisions of paragraph 44. 

(3) Whenever a recruit requests transfer 
from a career field in which initially assigned, 
to another career field in which a shortage 
exists and for which he is qualified, the re- 
quest will be forwarded to the promotion 
authority for appropriate action, Prior to the 
forwarding of such requests, a classification 
board will review each to determine whether 
the individual is qualified for such transfer. 
Each request forwarded will indicate the rec- 
ommendation of the classification board, 

14, Initial unit and duty assignment.—c. 
Assignment of individuals to zone of the in- 
terior and overseas commands will be made 
by training divisions, based upon assignment 
instructions issued by the Department of the 
Army, Assignment instructions will indicate 
numbers of personnel in each career field to 
be forwarded by training divisions to each 
zone of the interior command and to each 
oversea Command, In order to facilitate the 
issuance of necessary assignment and instruc- 
tions by The Adjutant General, the monthly 
report “Inventory and Projection of Army 
Strength,” Control Symbol WDGPA—45, has 
been revised, Each command submitting this 
report will give special attention to its prepa- 
ration to insure accuracy and completeness 
of the required entries. 

b. Normally, recruits will be assigned from 
training divisions to commands, as indicated 
iu @ above. In certain instances, however, 
involving specific MOS in selected career 
fields, it will be necessary to provide school 
training prior to assignment to duty. The 
Department of the Army will issue appro- 
priate instructions to training divisions for 
the assignment of personnel to schools in the 
numbers indicated in such instructions. In 
general, selection of personnel for assign- 
ment to schools will be conducted in accord- 
ance with the provisions of Circular 202, War 
Department, 1947, as,amended, and Memo 615- 
515-1, 1947. 

c. The assignment of recruits to zone of 
interior and overseas commands from train- 
ing divisions will be according to career fields, 
Initial assignment of recruits, within the 
limits of quotas allocated by the Department 
of the Army, will reflect their desires with 
respect to the authorized area or unit enlist- 
ment choice, to the greatest extent consistent 
with the needs of the service. In order to 
facilitate the assignment of trainees, action 
will be taken by training divisions at the 
time of initial classification to ascertain the 
authorized area or unit enlistment choice in 
which the trainee desires initial assignment. 
An appropriate entry, indicating his prefer- 
ence, will be made on the WD AGO Form 20. 

d, Assignment of personnel from training 
divisions to specific units within armies (zone 
of interior) will be made in accordance with 
the provisions of section II, Circular 237, War 
Department, 1947, as amended. 

e. Personnel assigned from training divi- 
sions to oversea commands will be selected 
for such assignment, so far as possible, as 
indicated in e above, In order to insure that 
oversea requirements are properly balanced 
against zone of interior resources, oversea 
depots will insure that all assignments of per- 
sonnel to commands are for vacancies in ca- 
reer fields in which individuals are classified. 

f. Organizations and units of initial assign- 
ment normally will provide the only oppor- 
tunity available for an extension of basic 
military training and for introduction to en- 
try occupations in the career fields in which 
classified, The effectiveness of the enlisted 
career guidance program and the vocational 
success of the individual affected by the pro- 
gram is dependent upon the nature of ex- 
ploratory job opportunities within his as- 
signed career field. Extreme care must be ex- 
ercised by organizational and unit command- 
ers to insure that each individual is assigned 
properly to a duty within the career field in 
which classified. 

V—TRAINING FOR ADVANCEMENT. 

15. Recruit and refresher training.—Recruit 
and refresher training in training divisions 
will continue in accordance with the provi- 
sions of MTP 21-1. Reception processing for 
enlisted personnel entering the military serv- 
ice from civilian life will be in accordance 
with the provisions of Circular 202, War De- 
partment, 1947, as amended. 

16, Appropriate unit and duty training.— 
Assignment to duty in a particular job is not 
to be considered as a final goal. The basic 
philosophy underlying the career guidance 
program requires that each soldier be given 
continuous opportunity to qualify for ad- 
vancement, an important factor of which is 
that training which will prepare him for the 
job at the next higher level. 

17. Apprentice training.—Apprentice train- 
ing will be used to the maximum to advance 
the individual after completion of basic train- 
ing. It will complement the unit’s operational 
functions. By stressing actual performance 
of a task, including manipulation of all tools 
and equipment essential to the performance 
of the task and an understanding of the rela- 
tionship of equipment and parts to the total 
operation performed, apprentice training will 
furnish the practical instruction required by 








the MOS job description, The unit command- 
er will be responsible that apprentice train- 
ing is conducted in a systematic manner 
within his unit, consistent with unit training 
and the normal operational functioning of his 
unit. There will be issued separately for each 
MOS, instruction which will standardize, so 
far as practicable, the conditions under which 
the experience and knowledge pertaining to 
that MOS shall be acquired, It shall be a 
training aim that, within limitations imposed 
by maintenance of unit training standards 
and the operational functioning of the unit, 
apprentice training shall be designed to ap- 
proach that which is conducted in formalized 
schools. 

18. Self-study.—In conjunction with all ap- 
prentice training there will be provided a self- 
study pamphlet for each MOS, It will contain 
all the instructional matter needed for self- 
preparation for the written examination for 
that MOS. Pending fhe issue of these self- 
study pamphlets, commanders will utilize the 
troop information and education program for 
the purpose of informing personnel where 
numerous courses now taught by the United 
States Armed Forces Institute can be used 
in the self-preparation for many of the spe- 
cialist MOS examinations. Information con- 
cerning other self-study material will be made 
available through the information agd educa- 
tion program, By this means standardization 
of the self-study aspects of preparation for 
advancement will be obtained, Further stand- 
ardization of these aspects of the career guid- 
ance program will result from the centralized 
control of procedures for testing. The instruc- 
tions regarding these testing procedures will 
be issued separately for each MOS. 

19, Service school.—a, School training alone 
will not be the sole basis for awarding an 
MOS, or for advancement, The extent to which 
formal school training is a necessary prereq- 
uisite for advancement will be reflected in 
the criteria for each grade MOS. Prior civilian 
training will be evaluated, and if it is deter- 
mined that it is equivalent to the stated qual- 
ifications, then formal school training may 
not be required. Economy measures require 
that schooling be limited to that which is 
necessary in those complex MOS’s which can- 
not be trained satisfactorily at the soldier’s 
home station, In general, these complex spe- 
cialties will occur among duty assignments 
for personnel of grade 3, and above. *It is 
realized, however, that certain MOS’s, regard- 
less of grade, require formalized education 
for the proper performance of duty, and school 
courses for the development-of such skills 
will continue to be maintained. 

b. To enable personnel to progress to MOS 
for which formal school training is a prereq- 
uisite, oversea commanders directly under 
the Department of the Army and zone of in- 
terior army commanders will maintain school 
priority lists for personnel who meet the re- 
quired criteria for the MOS and grade. Quotas 
allocated by the Department of the Army to 
such commanders will reflect the number of 
eligibles in each command. To accomplish 
this, all such commanders will require subor- 
dinate commanders to submit information as 
to number of personnel nominated to attend 
schools for whom school training for further 
promotion is required. This report will in- 
clude competitive standing on whatever cri- 
teria are applicable to the MOS and grade, A 
consolidation of these reports by all oversea 
commanders directly under the Department 
of the Army and zone of interior army com- 
manders will establish, according to the cri- 
teria, the order of selection, At the same time, 
these consolidations, when reported to the 
Department of the Army, afford opportunity 
to allocate quotas upon a basis of need, Over- 
sea commanders directly under the Depart- 
ment of the Army and zone of interior army 
commanders will not suballocate quotas, but 
will designate men from their lists. 

VI—EXAMINATIONS. 

20. General.—a, Examinations prepared by 
the Department of the Army, together with 
certain other factors indicated above, are the 
basis for determining the possession of qual- 
ifications required for the performance of 
duties at higher levels, It is essential that 
each commander responsible for the adminis- 
tration of prescribed examinations be thor- 
oughly aware of the importance attached to 
the proper administration of these exam- 
inations, as well as aware of the irreparable 
damage to the career guidance program which 
might result if these examinations are not 
properly safeguarded. Major commanders will 
employ every possible means to insure that 
subordinate commanders assume full: respon- 
sibility for the proper administration of pre- 
scribed examinations and that they establish 
measures adequate to maintain the security of 
examinations and examination materials. Un- 
der no circumstances will examinations, other 
than tests excepted in appropriate test man- 
uals, be administered by personnel other than 
qualified personnel management technicians 
or classification officers, All tests and exam- 
inations will be administered as prescribed in 
appropriate test manuals. The Department of 
the Army will issue instructions to prescribe 
tests and test materials which are applicable 
to specific MOS’s. 

b. Promoting authorities normally will be 
responsible for the administration of all exam- 
inations required in the career guidance pro- 
gram, Each promoting authority will desig- 
nate an officer qualified to administer per- 
sonnel tests, as the examining officer. In ad- 











dition, the promoting authority will desig. 
nate the place or places of examination. 

21. Tests.—The following tests and test bat. 
teries will be used in the career guidance 
plan: 

a. The classification battery, consisting of— 

(1) A variety of aptitude tests to deterinine 
the types of jobs in which the individua) 
would have the greatest probability of suc. 
cess. 

(2) The Army Activities Preference Llank, 
yielding scores which indicate the strength 
of the individual’s interest in several major 
categories of Army jobs. 

b. Special tests, rating scales, and other 
instruments used in connection with specia) 
types of assignment, such as to officer candi- 
date school, leadership school, etc. 

ec. General Educational Development Tests 
(now available through United States Armed 
Forces Institute for high school and college 
levels) for determining the educationa! leve} 
of the individual. 

d, In the Army, each man is a soldier first, 
a specialist second, Accordingly, every per- 
son progressing from the seventh to the sixth 
grade will be required to take an examination 
(Basic Military Subjects Examination) de- 
signed to test his knowledge and proficiency 
as a soldier, This test will be supplied by the 
Department of the Army, and made available 
to training division commanders to be admin- 
istered at the énd of the basic training cycle. 

e. Job proficiency tests to determine whether 
the individual has mastered the skill or tech- 
nical knowledge necessary to the job for 
which he is a candidate, These standardized 
tests will be administered to all personne) 
entering fifth through first grades and to 
warrant officers, They will be used in con- 
junction with other factors in accordance with 
paragraph 25, to determine a composite score 
which will be the basis for eligibility for pro- 
motion. The tests are being developed by the 
Department of the Army in conjunction with 
the major commands and administrative and 
technical services. Examinations for jobs in 
the various career fields will be held on dates 
specified by the Department of the Army. 

jf. Test for a commission in Officers’ Re 
serve Corps. Personnel who meet standards 
established by the Department of the Army 
will be offered the opportunity to qualify for 
a commission in the Officers’ Reserve Corps, 
Appointees will be offered the opportunity for 
extended active duty on a voluntary basis. 
Circular 210, War Department, 1947, a8 
amended, governs the provisions whereby 
qualified enlisted men holding a Reserve Con- 
mission may enter into a competitive tour 
for a commission in the Regular Army. 

22, Rating scales.—a. Warrant officers will 
continue to be rated on Efficiency Report 
(WD AGO Form 67-1). 

b. The Department of the Army is at pret 
ent developing a rating scale for enlisted 
personnel, Studies, including consultation 
with the field, will determine type of rating, 
frequency of rating, and administrative han- 
dling. Consideration will be given to rating, 
scoring, filing, and control, to include the 
possibility of maintenance of efficiency re 
ports at the level that administrative action 
is to be taken. This includes the possible use 
of throw-away material for one or more of 
the lower grades, and entry of a standard 


score on appropriate records, The accomplish- 
ment of scoring and interpretation in the 
field will be considered essential. ; 
23. Frequency of examinations.— Ei xa mina- 
tions will be administered on dates specified 
by the Department of the Army, except that 
the Basic Military Subjects Examination will 
be administered at the discretion of training 
division commanders as provided above. Ex- 
aminations will be held annually for grades 
three, two and one; and semiannually for 
grades five and four. The Department of the 


Army will publish examination dates stag 
gered for convenience. Unit and organiza 
tional commanders responsible for proper 8°- 
pervision of examinations will insure that 
all examinations are administered on the pre 
scribed dates without exception. In order t0 


insure that each enlisted man eligible for 49 
examination is provided every reasonable oP 
portunity to participate in the examination,

25. Procedures.—a, Each unit or organi

réceived prior to the time scheduled for the 
opening of the examination, will not be ex- 
amined unless he possesses a copy of orders 
which specifically direct travel to the place of 


examination for the purpose of trying the ex- 
amination, It is imperative that the form be 
forwarded as indicated above, since its delay 
in arrival may prevent the individual from 
competing for advancement through exclu- 
sion from the examination. Orders providing 
for travel to other than locally scheduled ex- 
aminations will indicate that travel is for the 
purpose of trying the proficiency examination. 
It is essential that entries upon the composite 
factors form be carefuHy checked for accuracy 
and completeness, since the factors required 
will be used for computation of the compos- 
ite score, 

b. Immediately following the preparation of 
Composite Score Factors forms, unit and or- 
ganization commanders will forward to pro- 
moting authorities a report on the number of 
approved applications received for each ex- 
amination. This report will show the total 
number of individuals to be examined for each 
MOS and grade, and the total number of each 
unit test required for each examination, Pro- 
moting authorities will submit a consolida- 
tion of these reports to The Adjutant General, 
Attention: AGPP-L, to arrive not later than 
6 weeks prior to the date of the examination. 
Reports submitted in accordance with the 
above will constitute a requisition upon the 
Department of the Army for examination ma- 
terials required. Upon receipt of these ma- 
terials, promoting authorities will make the 
necessary distribution to places of examina- 
tion. 

c. Subsequent to the examination, the ex- 
amining officer will forward to the central 
computing station the Composite Score Fac- 
tors forms, in triplicate, together with the 
answer sheets of each applicant examined. 
Extreme care will be exercised by examining 
officers to insure that all answer sheets re- 
quired for the examination are forwarded 
with the fgrm. 

26. Central computing stations.—a. The use 
of composite scores as a basis for determin- 
ing eligibility for promotion will provide 
opportunity to give proper weight to the sev- 
eral factors which require consideration in 
the selection of personnel for advaricement. 
Certain factors are of greater importance in 
Selection of personnel at one level of ad- 
vancement within a specific job ladder than 
they are at another, The use of weighted fac- 
tors will insure that personnel promoted un- 
der these procedures are qualified to perform 
the duties of the positions to which promoted. 

b. Army (ZI), Military District of Wash- 

ington, and oversea commenders are respon- 
sible for the proper administration and scor- 
ing of proficiency tests and for the accurate 
computation of composite scores. Normally, 
each such commander will delegate to subor- 
dinate commanders the responsibility for 
proper proficiency test administration, in ac, 
cordance with procedures to be prescribed 
in appropriate manuals, 
_ (1) Each commander designated will estab- 
lish central computing stations within his 
command for the purpose of scoring job profi- 
clency tests, computing composite scores, and 
transmitting the results therefrom, in ac- 
cordance with specific instructions to be is- 
sued later by the Department of the Army. 
The Department of the Army will establish a 
central computing station for those directly 
under ‘Commanding General, Army Ground 
Forces, and chiefs of administrative and tech- 
nical services, 

(2) Central computing stations will be lo- 
cated so as to provide for the rapid process- 
ing of information reequired for computa- 
tional purposes, including machine scoring 
of test answer sheets. Consideration must be 
given to the permanent nature of their funt- 
tion in determining the location of these cen- 
tral computing stations. 

¢. Central computing stations will receive 
from examining officers the answer sheets of 
= applicants for advancement to whom pro- 
ciency examinations have been administered, 
except for promotion to grades six and five. 
In addition, for each such applicant, central 
computing Stations will receive a Composite 
Score Factors form (fig. 4), in triplicate, with 
appropriate information entered thereon, as 
prescribed in paragraph 25. Central comput- 
ing Stations will score all answer sheets, and 
oe and enter the composite score on 
the pre Boa will be forwarded to 
duplicate co eae en authority.

VII—PROMOTION PROCEDURES. 

27. Application for advancement.—a. In or- 
der to participate in the career guidance pro- 
gram for advancement to positions in the 
upper four grades, enlisted personnel must 
submit to their organization commanders an 
Application for Advancement form (fig. 3). 
Organization commanders will determine from 
an examination of pertinent personnel records 
whether the applicant is eligible for advance- 
ment under the prescribed standards. These 
commanders will indorse, all applications to 
the appropriate promoting authority. The in- 
dorsement will indicate approval or disap- 
proval and will include appropriate informa- 
tion upon which the action was taken. Pro- 
moting authorities will review the indorsed 
application and prepare section II of the 
form. Application for advancement to grade 
one will be indorsed to the commanders speci- 
fied as the promoting authority for grade 
two. These commanders will process applica- 
tions submitted for advancement to grade 
one, in the same manner as provided for the 
processing of applications to grade two. Ap- 
plications for advancement to grade one nor- 
mally will not be forwarded to the Depart- 
ment of the Army, 

b. Approval of an application will indicate 
that in the assumption of progressively great- 
er responsibility the applicant has demon- 
strated ability and initiative, and is consid- 
ered to possess the capacity necessary or the 
proper performance of duties in the MOS and 
grade to which promotion is desired. 

ce. Applications for advancement normally 
will be submitted immediately following the 
general announcement of the proficiency test 
in which examination will be required, and 
will be made not later than 12 weeks prior to 
the announced date of the examination, In 
order to insure that all enlisted men inter- 
ested in participating in the career guidance 
examinations are provided with adequate and 
timely information, commanders will give the 
widest possible publicity to matters pertain- 
ing to this examination and to the prescribed 
standards for advancement in the job for 
which the examination is developed. Unit or 
organizational commanders will designate 
qualified personnel in sufficient numbers to 
assist interested personnel of their command, 
to evaluate properly their training, experi- 


ence, and interests prior to the submission 


of an application for advancement, Such as- 
sistance should include a review of the pos- 
sible avenues of advancement, and a con- 
sideration of the ultimate end of each choice. 
In the inauguration of the program of career 
guidance, it will be necessary to orient care- 
fully all enlisted personnel on the general 
plan of the program, with particular emphasis 
being devoted to such matters as the career 
field structure and procedures for advance- 
ment, 

d. Normally, while an applicant will make 
application for advancement to one job only, 
opportunity will not be denied to any indi- 
vidual desiring to submit applications for 
advancement in more than one job. Each ap- 
plication will be evaluated separately by the 
appropriate commander, without regard to 
other applications submitted, When two or 
more applications submitted by an individual 
are approved, the applicant will be informed 
that if a conflict exists, due to the date on 
which examinations are scheduled, the appli- 
cant must inform the commander to whom 
the applications were submitted of his choice 
of the examinations to be taken. Notice of this 


choice must be submitted at least 4 weeks, 


prior to the scheduled date of the examina- 
tion. 

e. Approval of an applieation to participate 
in the procedures which are prerequisite to 
advancement will indicate that the subject en- 
listed man meets the requirements indicated 
below: 

(1) He has a character rating of “Good” 
or better for the preceding 6 months. 

(2) He is physically qualified to perform 
the duties of the MOS and grade for which 
application is made. 

(3) He possesses all other qualifications for 
the MOS, as specified in appropriate direc- 
tives. 

(4) Where school or apprentice training is 
required, approved applications will be used 
as a basis for establishing priority for such 
training. 

jf. When an application is approved and 
section III of the application form has been 
executed, it will be returned through chan- 
nels to the applicant. The approving author- 
ity will insure that information required 
for the completion of section III is accurately 
entered upon this form and that, in the event 
of changes in scheduling, the applicant re- 
ceives timely information relative to them. 

g. When an application, submitted as re 
quired above, is not approved, the promoting 
authority will inform the applicant by in- 
dorsement on the back of section III of the 
application form as to the reasons for this 
action, In addition, he will be informed that 
if he desires he may resubmit his applica- 
tion with such additional information as he 
considers relevant. Upon the receipt of a re- 
submitted application, the disapproving au- 
thority will take final action if approval is 
indicated, or will forward the resubmitted 
application to the next higher command for 
consideration if the additional information is 
not believed sufficient basis for approval. 


This latter command will review the appli- 
cation, indicate its findings, and return it to 
the command of origin for appropriate action. 

28, Responsibility. — Major administrative 
responsibility for controlling the establish- 
ment and maintenance of the promotion pro- 
gram is vested in the following authorities: 

a. Department of the Army.—Responsibility 
for the operation of this program in matters 
relating to the advancement of personnel 
from grade two to grade one, 

b. Commanding generals of major oversea 
commands.—Responsibility for the operation 
of this program in matters relating to the 
advancement of personnel in grade six 
through grade two, under their respective 
commands, 

c. Chiefs of administrative and technical 
services.—Responsibility for the operation of 
this program in matters relating to the ad- 
vancement of personne! in grade six through 
grade two, in all installations directly under 
their command. 

d. Commanding generals of training divt- 
stons. — Responsibility, for the operation of 
this program in matters relating to the ad- 
vancement of personnel from grade seven to 
grade six. 

e. Commanding generals of zone of interior 
armies and the Military District of Washing- 
ton.—Responsibility for the operation of this 
program in matters relating to the advance- 
ment of personnel grade six through grade 
two, within their command. 

29, Promotion authorities. — a, Personnel 
eligible for advancement under the qualifica- 
tion standards as provided in Table I, and in 
paragraph 30, will be promoted and issued 
permanent warrants (warrants will not be is- 
sued for grade six) by— 

(1) (a) Training division 
grade seven to grade six. 

(b) Company or similar unit commanders, 
outside of training divisions—grade seven to 
grade six, in the case of individuals reduced 
to grade seven for any cause. 

(2) Commander of lowest echelon in the 
chain of command which is actually or nor- 
mally commanded by a general officer—grade 
six through grade four, 

(3) Commanding generals of major oversea 
commands, chiefs of administrative and 
technical services, and the commanding gen- 
erals of zone of interior armies, and the Mili- 
tary District of Washington—grade four 
through grade two. 

(4) The Department of the Army—grade 
two to grade one. 

b. Commanders designated in @ (2) above, 
will give all eligible candidates the oppor- 
tunity to compete for all vacancies in the 
command, within the applicable MOS’s. 

30. When promoted, — Promotions will be 
made in accordance with Table I, next page. 

a. Promotion to grade six will be made 
without regard to position vacancy. Promo- 
tion to grade five and grade four will be made 
when position vacancy exists within unit, ex- 
cept as otherwise indicated in Table I. 

>. Promotions from grade four through 
grade two will be made regardless of posi- 
tion vacancy within a unit, but on the basis 
of over-all Department of the Army vacancies. 
Upon publication by The Adjutant General 
of the prescribed range of composite scores 
for each grade and MOS concerned, promot- 
ing authorities will promote all individuals 
who are eligible, based on composite score and 
criteria stated in Table I. 

c. To provide for an equitable and efficient 


commanders— 
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procedure to promote to grade one, the most 
deserving grade two enlisted personnel 
qualifying under the provisions of this circu- 
lar, the following will govern: 

(1) Central computing stations will forward 
to The Adjutant General, Attn: AGPO-P, the 
original copy of the Composite Score Factores 
form (fig. 4) on all grade two enlisted per- 
sonnel, The duplicate and triplicate copies 
will be disposed of as provided in paragraph 
26c. 





(2) The Department of the Army will estab- 
lish enlisted promotion lists, based upon the 
composite score, ranking with the highest 
score first. Separate lists will be maintained 
for each military occupational specialty, 

(3) Based upon reports submitted from zone 
of interior armies, the Military District of 
Washington, and oversea commands, the De- 
partment of the Army will determine the 
over-all vacancies for each military occupa- 
tional specialty in the first grade. 

(4) These vacancies will be filled by select- 
ing the top individual on the eligible list of 
the particular military occupational specialty. 

(5) Promotion of these individuals will not 
immediately affect their current assignment 
and they will be carried as excess in grade 
in their unit until reassigned. 

d. Records.—Upon the publication of the 
promotion special order, commanders con- 
cerned will take the following action: 

(1) Make appropriate entry upon the WD 
AGO Form 20 and in the WD AGO Form 2%- 
A (Service Record). 

(2) Forward to The Adjutant General, 
Attn: AGPO-P, a copy of the promotion 
special order with a statement typed thereon 
that permanent promotion warrants have 
been issued to all individuals promoted, 

(3) Immediate notification will be made te 
The Adjutant General, Attn: AGPO-P, giving 
full particulars in each case in which any 
grade two enlisted person eligible for promo- 
tion becomes disqualified. In order to insure 
timely arrival of such reports, electric trans- 
mission is authorized, 

(4) Upon the promotion of an individual 
from grade two to grade 1, the organization 
maintaining the personnel records will for- 
ward to The Adjutant General, Attn: AGO-P, 
a true copy of the individual's WD AGO 
Form 20, noting upon the original form re- 
tained in the organization that a copy has 
been forwarded. 

31, Eligibles who disqualify for promotion. 
—a, Promotion authorities will assure, prior 
to issuance of special orders, that individuals 
disqualified for promotion by reason of mis- 
conduct, absence without leave, or awaiting 
trial by court martial, are not promoted, 

b. An individual exonerated by a court 
martial or a board, regains his eligibility for 
promotion. 

VIII—RECLASSIFICATION PROCEDURE. 

82, General, — Careers in the Army are de- 
signed to provide opportunity for qualified 
individuals to progress to pay levels which 
are commensurate with proficiency and abil- 
ity. In order to insure that only qualified in- 
dividuals progress to higher levels, and that 
such progress is not blocked by individuals 
who are not capable of performing the duties 
of the grade and job in which assigned, con- 
stant consideration will be given to the neces- 
sity for careful review of the performance 
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ef personnel in all grades. 

a. Recruits.—Commanders of recruit train- 
ing units will maintain a continuous system 
of the evaluation of recruit performance dur- 
ing basic training. This evaluation should 
give consideration, among other factors, to 
the judgment of noncommissioned officers 
with a view to the early detection of indi- 
viduals upon whom the further expenditure 
of training effort would be unjustified. Elimi- 
nation proceedings as prescribed under Cir- 
cular 98, War Department, 1947, will be ini- 
ated for all such personnel who give evidence 
of unsuitability for retention, 

b. Promotion to grade sia, five, or four in- 
volved. — Provision is made above for the 
promotion of personnel to grade six, grade 
five, and grade four, whichever is applicable, 
apon the completion of specified periods of 
service. Since each such promotion may be 
made for qualified individuals only, personnel 
in grades seven, six, or five who are ineligible 
for promotien under the criteria specified 
above, will be referred to a classification 
board established in accordance with Circu- 
lar 211, War Department, 1947, for disposi- 
tion. Such board will recommend— 

(1) If promotion to grade five or grade four 
4s involved.—aA duty reassignment to permit 
the acquisition of further training, or recom- 
mend reclassification and reassignment. 

(2) If promotion to grade sia is involved.— 
Recruit be held over for a portion of basic 
training, not to exceed 8 weeks, if inadequate 
or incomplete training is found to have caused 
failure on the Basic Military Subjects Exami- 
nation. 

(3) Bither of the grades.—The elimination 
of the individual under the provisions of 
AR 615-368 or AR 615-369, whichever is ap- 
plicable, 

833. Grades one through three.—a. Those who 
do not meet standards of proficiency de- 
scribed in paragraph 24 will be ordered before 
a classification board established in accord- 
ance with Circular 211, War Department, 1947. 
The board will recommend: 

(1) Retention of grade and MOS, and if 
indicated, organizational reassignment, or 

(2) Lateral transfer within career field or to 
another career field, within grade, subject to 
needs of the service in the career field, or 

(3) A proficiency test to demonstrate quali- 
fication for retention of grade and MOS. 
Should the individual fail to achieve a qualify- 
ing grade, recommend reduction of one pay 
grade without prejudice. 

b. The convening authority will take ap- 
propriate action to effect disposition of each 
ease without delay, 

IX—ASSIGNMENT AND READJUSTMENT 
PROCEDURES. 

34. Reporting of requirements and re- 
sources.—Reporting of requirements and re- 
resources will continue to be made by major 
commands on the WDGPA 45 Report, as speci- 








filed by Memo 345-5-10, as amended. The 
WDGPA 4 Report, as amended, will! list all 
MOS authorized in the world-wide troop basis 
and will reflect breakdown by MOS and by 
grade. The information on this report will 
provide the Department of the Army with in- 
formation on strength by MOS in the several 
grades and, when compiled in the Department 
of the Army, the strength by career field in 
‘all grades and MOS. Based upon this report, 
recruiting by career fields, allocation of en- 
listed personnel, promotion procedures, and 
rotational! lists for oversea service within the 
zone of interior can be made. 

35. Allocation of enlisted personnel.—Based 
upon requirements taken from the WDGPA 45 
Report and upon the reports of replacement 
stream resources as presently received, allo- 
cations to major commands of available re- 
sources will continue to be made, as presently 
performed, except that allocation of training 
division output will take into consideration 
the requirements and resources as they ap- 
pear in each career field. y: 

86. Recruiting by career field.—PEffective on 
a date to be specified by the Department of 
the Army, recruiting by career fields will be 
instituted to replace recruiting by arm and 
service. Recruiting will be regulated by the 
strength within career fields. ° 

37. Initial assignment. — Men with prior 
service enlisting from civilian life, if not se- 
lecting a career field, will also be classified 
and initially assigned to duties within a career 
field, in accordance with their primary MOS, 
or MOS allied thereto, using normal classifi- 
eation data. Initial assignments will be made 
by training divisions under allocations of the 
Department of the Army to unit destinations 
provided by major commands within the zone 
of interior by the primary or allied MOS with- 
in the career field for which there are allo- 
eated vacancies. Initial assignments will be 
made also of such personnel to port personnel 
centers for oversea service under the same cir- 
cumstances. 

88. Assignment of oversea returnees.— 
Classification and assignment of oversea re- 
turnees by port personnel centers will be ac- 
complished as prescribed, except that assign- 
ment to units for duties will be restricted to 
primary MOS, or allied MOS, within career 
fields, and all assignments will reflect maxi- 
mum attention to individual location prefer- 
ences. Assignment of this type of personnel 
to schools will be made under Memo 615-516-1. 
Special assignments to duties outside of career 
fields will be as directed by the Department 
of the Army. 

39. Assignment from Army schools.—Classi- 
fication and assignment within and from Army 
schools will continue to be accomplished as 
prescribed in Circular 32, Department of the 
Army, 1947. Assignments to port personnel 
centers for oversea service will be made in 
accordance with career field requirements for 
the specific school trained MOS. 

40. Assignment to units by oversea replace- 
ment depot.—a. Oversea replacement depots 
will assign arrivals within the theater who 
have just completed basic training or with ap- 
prentice level MOS’s to units for duties with-

in their career field by using normal classifica- 
tion data for such initial duty determination 
and assignment. 

b. Oversea replacement depots will assign 
arrivals within the theater with MOS above 
the apprentice level to units for duties by pri- 
mary or allied MOS within career fields. In- 
dividuals -with school trained primary MOS 
will in each case be assigned to units for duties 
according to that primary school trained MOS. 

41. Readjustment of personnel within units. 
—Individuals will be retained in assignments 
to duties within units which fall within their 
career field and which follow whenever pos- 
sible, their job progression ladder of the last 
duty held. Readjustments within units of mis- 
assigned personnel will be accomplished as pre- 
scribed by Circular 82, Department of the 
Army, 1947,.and by lateral transfer, as pro- 
vided below. Lateral transfer to duties in a 
new career field will be accomplished as pre- 
scribed in paragraph 44. Personnel who be- 
come surplus because of promotion will be re- 
adjusted within the unit or reported for as- 
signment as prescribed in Circular 237, War 
Department, 1947. When an individual be 
comes disqualified for further duty within his 
career field and has been reclassified to a new 
career field, he will be reported for retraining 
and reassignment as prescribed in Circular 82, 
Department of the Army, 1947. 

42. Assignment adjustments at major com- 
mand level.—Assignment adjustments will be 
accomplished at major command level as pre- 
scribed in Circular 82, Department of the 
Army, 1947, for personnel reported to the 
major command as surplus, as misassigned or 
unassignable to duties within the proper career 
field, as requiring reassignment by virtue of 
reclassification, or whenever the major com- 
mand notes, in preparing its strength projec- 
tion reports, the existence of any surplus. 
When assignments cannot be adjusted within 
the major command, a report will be made, if 
the major command is within the zone of in- 
terior, to The Adjutant General, as prescribed 
in above cited circular. If the major command 
is not within the zone of interior, adjustment 
will be made as in accordance with separate 
instructions being issued. 

43. Transfers.—Transfers under AR 615-200 
will continue to be authorized for compassion- 
ate purposes and to meet individual desires 
for a new assignment location. All such 
transfers will be made to new duties at differ- 
ent stations within the same career fields, un- 


-less the transfer accompanies a _ reclassifica- 


tion to another career field or a request for 
lateral transfer within or without the indi- 
vidual’s career field. 

44. Lateral transfer.—The normal progres- 
sion for personnel under this program will be 
to thé grade next higher in order in the job 
ladder to which assigned. Under conditions 
prescribed below, this order of progression may 
be altered. 

a. Within a career field. 

(1) An applicant may apply for transfer 
to any other job of his present grade. In sub- 
mitting an application for transfer under this 
provision, Application for Advancement form 
will be used. A notation substantially as fol- 
lows will be entered in section I, and section 
II, of the form: “Application submitted for 
transfer to MOS in grade ‘ae 
Applications submitted under this provision 
will be processed as prescribed above. 

(2) A reassignment authority may, when 
the Department of the Army announces the ex- 
istence of a serious shortage in a particular 
MOS, authorize the transfer of personnel ap- 
plying under a above, to jobs within the same 
eareer field and grade without regard to the 
qualification standards established for pro- 
motion to that grade, In such instances all 
individuals so transferred will be required to 
qualify for the position which he occupies, 
within a reasonable time thereafter. In in- 
stances of failure to qualify to fill the position 
into which transferred, the applicant will be 
returned to the organization from which 
transferred. Each individual returned to his 
former organization will be carried as excess 
until absorbed. 

(3) Applications may be submitted for ad- 
vancement to the next higher grade in a dif- 
ferent job ladder within the same career field 
when the Department of the Army has an- 
nounced the existence of a shortage in a par- 
ticular MOS and grade. Application approved 
under this provision will be processed as pro- 
vided above for applications for normal 
advancement, Commanders may make duty 
reassignments for all applicants whose ap- 
plications? under this provision, are approved. 

b. To another career field. 

(1) Applicants from one career field may 
apply for transfer to a position in grade in 
any other career field. 

(2) When the Department of the Army an- 
nounces the existence of a shortage in a 
career field, personnel may apply for lateral 
transfer in grade, provided they meet the 





,qualifications of the position to which they 


desire transfer, Applications under this pro- 
vision will be processed as required for nor- 
mal advancement. 

(3) Any individual in grade five, or higher, 
may request transfer to another field and as- 
signment to duty in the basic or apprentice 
jobs of the new field. All transfers under this 
provision will be in grade five. Applications 
for transfer under this provision will be proc- 
essed by a classification board for recom- 
mendation. All applications under this pro- 
vision will be forwarded to the promotion 











authority, together with the classification 
board’s recommendation, for final action with. 
out examination. 

45. Oversea service.—Rotation for overseg 
service will continue to be accomplished ag 
prescribed in Circular 249, War Department, 
1947. 

46. Stabilization within zone of interior— 
Retention to duty within zone of interior wil 
continue to be accomplished as prescribed in 
Ciroular 108, War Department, 1947. 

47. Personnel control over first grade en. 
listed personnel.—a, Establishment of records 
relating to first grade noncommissioned off. 
cer.—On an announced date action will be 
initiated by all commands to furnish the De. 
partment of the Army with a copy of the in. 
dividual’s Qualification Card (WB AGO Form 
20), for each first grade noncommissioned off. 
cer. Entry will be made on Form 20, indicat. 
ing that a copy has been submitted. This will 
be a one-time report. Additional data on each 
first grade noncommissioned officer's copy of 
semiannual efficiency report will include pref- 
erence of assignment, A statistical qualifica- 
tion card will be kept up to date by The Ad- 
jutant General (AGAS). This Form 20 and 
statistical qualification card will be filed in 
the individual’s qualification jacket. From the 
data on this qualification statistical card, 
Form 20 can be kept up to date. 

b. First grade enlisted personnel returning 
from overseas. 

(1) Oversea commands will forward to Ca- 
reer Management Branch, Personnel and Ad- 
ministration Division, General Staff, United 
States Army, prior to the return of these 
men from overseas (by air mail) a list of 
grade 1 men who will be reported by MOS, 
grade, Army serial number, name, and unit 
in which men served, in order to identify type 
of duty and aid in the proper placement of 
the soldier. 

(2) ZI commands will report to the Career 
Management Branch monthly the shortages in 
grade 1 by MOS, unit, and location of va- 
cancy, This vacancy list will be used to direct 
assignment of returnees by name, grade, and 
MOS. 

(3) Career Management Branch will pre 
pare a roster of names, based on the list sent 
from the oversea commands, showing return- 
ees by name, grade, MOS, Army seria] num- 
ber, etc., directing the port of embarkation to 
eut orders, assigned by name the first grader 
to vacancies as shown on the list as prepared 
by the ZI commands. Ports of embarkation 
will then forward copies of the orders to the 
commands and units where these enlisted men 
were assigned, and send to Career Manage-

The present class, which is the third 
to be conducted, includes twenty-nine 
Naval and three Marine Oorps officers 
among its seventy-six students. Four 
Naval officers, specialists in guided mis- 
siles, have been added to the Branch 
School faculty to unify Army-Navy guided 
missile instruction. 

Heading the academic departments of 
the Antiaircraft Artillery & Guided Mis- 
sile Branch is Brig. Gen. Charles E. Hart, 
Director.

A gradual decline in net profits of 
United States manufacturing companies 
in the first nine months of 1947 was shown 
in a government estimate issued this 
week. 

According to a joint Statement by the 
Federal Trade Commission and the 
Securities and Exchange Commission, the 
report estimated dollar sales for the third 
quarter of 1947 at $36,300,000,000. This, 
the report points out, compared with $36,- 
900,000,000 in the second quarter and 
$35,400,000,000 in the first quarter. 

On the export front a report from the 
Aircraft Industries Association reveals 
that Argentina wag the largest customer 
for American-built personal aircraft last 
year, when total exports of those types 
increased in number and value over 1946. 
Total shipments to foreign countries in 
1947 were 1,669 planes values at $6,496,- 
812, an increase of 20 per cent in number 
and 97 per cent in value over the previous 
year. Argentina bought 385 planes valued 
at $1,268,631. Canada was second with the 
purchase of 264 planes worth $1,030,558. 
More than forty countries bought Ameri- 
can planes during the year. 

According to a report from the Depart- 
ment of Commerce general exports to 
dollar-short Burope fell in November to 
$374,900,000, the lowest point since De- 
cember, 1946. Europe’s shipments to this 
country, which help to pay for European 
purchases over here, also dropped during 
the month, going down to a total of $67,- 
200,000 a drop of $11,600,000. Total United 
States Exports declined by $96,900,000 to 
$1,137,900,000 in November. The drop was 
general for all continent with the excep- 
tion of Asia which got a slight increase 
in shipments from this country. 

A major influence in the November drop 
in exports to Burope was a decline in 
shipments to Britain to the lowest value 
since October, 1946.

The 16 nationg to participate in the 
European Recovery Program appear to 
be more concerned with building a strong 
competitive position for the future than 
they are in transporting relief and recov- 
ery cargoes to their own shores, the Na- 
tional Federation of American Shipping 
declared this week. 

ln a point-by-point analysis of a sup- 
plementary report on shipping in the Eu- 
ropean Recovery Program, issued by the 
State Department, the Federation as- 
seris that the report contains among other 
things a number of statements which “we 
believe to be misleading and not to fairly 
represent the American viewpoint.” 

The Federation charged that all sav- 
ings contemplated in the State Depart- 
ment’s report were based upon the use 
ot cheap foreign labor, “There is to be 
no effort to reduce the cost of wheat, coal 
or other commodities, or of their trans- 
portation to seaboard, by injecting the 
cheap labor factor. We are opposed to 
the application of this principle. If it is 
availed of, it should have universal appli- 
cation,” the Federation declares. 

America’s privately owned merchant 
fleet passed the 1,00U-ship mark during 
1947, increasing from 701 ships, as of 1 
Jan. 1947, to 1,003 on 1 Jan, 1948. ‘The 
total active fleet, including ships uider 
General Agency Agreement and on bare- 
boat charter, now numbers 2,413. 

At the beginning of 1947, the privately- 
owned fleet consisted of 254 tankers and 
417 dry-cargo vessels. At the beginning 
of 1948 the number of privately-owned 
tankers had increased to 36U, aud dry- 
cargo vessels to 463, 

The Maritime Commission has ruled 
that the proposed increase of the admis- 
sion fee from 9250.00 to $0,000.00 by the 
Vacilic Coust Luropean Conterence was 
unacceptable and a possible undue burden 
upon smaii carriers seeking to enter the 
service. ‘‘ue Commission’s decision also 
held that the retroactive penalty provi- 
sions of the conference’s contract rate 
sysiem are unlawful, although other pro- 
visions of the system were held to be 
lawful.

U.S. Coast Guard
